E had a Storm of Wind 
here on the 2oth ult. with a 
ftrong Sea, which did no 
other Damage to this Ifland, 
but the driving a two Maft 
Veffel on the Coaft; but 
Yefterday we had fad News 
of great Damages done by 
the fame Wind that Day at 
Guadeloupe ; which 1s in 
Subftance as follows. 

« The Hurricane began at 6 o’Clock in the Morn- 

ing, and raged with the utmoft Fury from one 

o'clock in the Afternoon to 6 inthe Evening All 
the Sugar Works, and the Buildings belonging to 
them, which are in the Bays of the Great and 

Little Culs de Sac, (fo called, becaufe they re- 

gmble the Bottoms of Sacks) and the Gulphs of 

Grande Terre and Antiqua Point, were therein 

(yallow’d up, as were alfo thofe of the Baffle Terre. 

Several Perfons were buried under their Houtes, 

ticularly M. Chevalier, who lived at Capefterre, 
with 5 of his Children. Almoft all the Plan- 
‘tations were tore up by the Roots; and all the 
‘Boats and Veffels which winter’d in the Littie Cul 
‘de Sac, were caft away, with part of the Crews, in 
the Harbour where they were reckon’d as fecure as 
‘ifthey had been in the Bafon of Fort Royal at 
‘Mortineco. The Inundation of the Waters was 
fo impetuous, that feveral Perfons were drowned 
‘ahhore. The Top of a Mountain call’d Morne de 
¢ |'Bau, fell down and fwallow’d up 300 Negro De- 
‘ferters who were got thither for Shelter. Thefe 
‘ irreparable Loffes have reduced the Efland of Gua- 
 deloupe to a lamentable Condition, for there’s {carce 
‘an Ounce left of all the Sugars that were made. 
‘M. de Chien, our Governor, has juft fent Major 
‘Nadau to our Generals, to lay before them rhe 
' difmal Confequences which are to be apprehended 
‘from thefe Difafters, and to propofe fome Methods 
‘to them for preventing a Famine, which is very 
‘much dreaded. 

Conftantinople, O8. 23. Tho” the Plague fill makes 
great Havock here, yet the Famine, which the com- 
mon People fuffer to the higheft Degree, is more 
terrible. *Tis true, Orders are fent to the nearett 
Ports to furnifh Provifions ; but all that comes from 
thence, is not fufficient to fubfift fo great a Number 
of Iphabitants, fo that the People are impatient for a 
confidetable Convoy of Corn and other Provifions, 
which, ‘tis faid, isto come from Egypt. Thefe Dif- 
afters would have certainly given Rife to a general 
Infurrectiou t’other Day in this Capital, if the Con- 
fpiracy had not been difcover’d in Time ; upon 
which, Ten or a Dozen of the chief Confpirators 
were feized and ftrangled, and their Bodies thrown 
intothe Sea. Notwithftanding all thef: Calamitics, 
there's nothing thought of here but pufhing on the 
War with Vigour ; a Ceffation of Arms, or a Peace, 
feems to be quite out of the Queftion ; at leaft no- 

y now talks of either. Tine Grand Vizier is 
at the Head of the Party for War, who are encou- 
taged underhand by the Bafhaw Bogneval.

The fine 
Qualities with which he was endowed, make his 
Death very much regretted by the Elector, and by 
all Perfons that knew him. The Baron de Pollnitz, 
above-mentioned, who was fo well acqusinted with 
moft of the German Minifter-, that we don’t think 
we can have a better Teftimony than his, of their 
Perfons and Charaéters, fays, of this Gentleman, 
* That he was very tall, and tho’ his Air was not the 
* moft affable, he was courteous and civil, liv’d very 
‘ nobly, did the Honours of the Bavarian Court very 
* elegantly, and was confequently generally beloved 
* and efteemed. He was Governor of the prefent 
* Eleétor, who, contrary to the Practice of many 
‘ Princes that are not apt to retain an Effeem for 
* thofe who once had the Care of their Education, 
* gave great Proofs ot his Regard for the Count de 
* ‘Thirheim.” 

Franckfort, Dec. 3. O. S We have Advice, that 
the Prince of Palm died lafely at his Eftate without 
Iffue, fo that his Eftate reverts to the Family of the 
Counts of Neuwid. 

Rome, Nov. 18. O. S. On the 15th the Prince 
Royal of Poland, EleGtoral Prince of Saxony, bei 
introduced, with great Formality, to the Pope, fi 
kifs’d his Feet, then his Hand ; after which Cere- 
mony, the Pope bade him be cover'd, and fit down ; 
and, after fome Converfation together, he was re- 
conducted from the Audience with the fame For- 
mality ; and, as he went out, he found 100 Baskets 
fuil of al! manner of choice Liquors, Fruit, Cho- 
colate, and Sweet Meats, which were a Prefent 
from the Pope ; to whofe Domefticks that brought 
it, the Prince caufed 300 Ducats to be diftributed. 
Next Day he made a Vifit to the Princes and Prin- 
cefles of the Corfini Family, being introduced and 
recondu€ted with great Ceremony ; and, as he went 
away, he made a Prefent to the Steward of the Pope's 
Family, of a Gold Repeating Watch and Fifty 
Piftoles, 

The Congregation for propagating the Faith, 
having refolved to inrich the Vatican Library with 
Foreign Curiofities of all Sorts, feat a Man of 
Learning, three Years ago, from this City to Egypt, 
in order to pick up whatever of that Kind he could 
meet with : The Virtuofo is lately retuned from that 
Voyage, and has brought with him above 2000 
antique Medals, befides a great many original Ma- 
nufcripts and Licences, which were granted to the 
Egyptians by the Emperor Domitian ; they are en- 
graved on Copper Plates, and are reckon’d one of the 
moft precious Monuments of Antiquity. The Duke 
of Poli, of the Conti Family, dicd here Yefterday : 
As did alfo M, Gambaruzzi, Archbifhop of Amafia, 
and Grand Mafter of the Ceremonies (to the Pope) 
who was very well the Day before, and p-rformed 
the ufual Funétions of his Office on the Day that the 
Pope received the Prince Royal of Poland.
